which he played so notorious a part.” In 
this volume Mr. Carrier has collected what 
he has found of the correspondence of the 
“ People’s Representative at Nantes” dur- 
ing his pro-consulship there in 1793-4. 

He has, in effect, placed Jean-Baptiste 
at the bar of history, and allowed him to 
plead his cause in his own words. e do 
not find any evidence that Carrier, of 
Nantes, is at all nervous as to the verdict 
of posterity on his acts, nor is he by any 
means the timid pleader that the conscious- 
ness of his black reputation should have 
made him. On the contrary, he is the 
bold and courageous fanatic who believes 
implicitly in the righteousness of his 

use, and, as a consequence, in the just- 
Ness of the deeds which he does in the 
name, and for the sake, of that cause. The 
truth is that Carrier was an able, 
sagacious, and thorough doctrinaire who 
believed—as most doctrinaires, consciously 
or unconsciously, believe—that the end 
justified the means. That he was the 
“man of blood,’’ the abnormal monster 
of Thiers; or the “ mad dog ” of Taine, we 
no more believe than does Mr. Carrier. 
On the other hand, that he was the great, 
just, and humane pro-consul that Mr. 
Carrier thinks him to have been, we do 
not believe either. 

Lord Acton, in a brilliant and destruc- 
tive criticism of a certain history of the 
Revolution written by a well-known his- 
torian, says, with reference to that his- 
torian’s attempted exculpation of Marat, 
that “ murder is murder, ' and no amount 
of arguing can alter the fact—not even the 
acceptance of the doctrine that the end 
justifies the means, or even the still more 
popular revolutionary mob-cry, “ salus 
popult suprema ler.” That Jean-Baptiste 
was a murderer is not denied, whatever 
the motive may have been, by even Jean- 
Paptiste himself. He writes thus of one 
of the noyades instituted by himself: “ An 
occurrence of another kind seems to have 
decided for the further decrease in the 
number of the priests. Ninety of those 
whom we term refractory were placed in a 
ship on the Loire. I have just learned— 
the truth of the réport is undoubted—that 
they all perished in the river. What a 
frightful catastrophe !”’ 

Yot, if the author, because of the in- 
tractable nature of Jean- Baptiste’s corre- 
spondence, has failed in the first part of 
his project he has amply succeeded in the 
second part. He has given us a valuable 
and picturesque account of one of the most 
dramatic and lurid episodes in the Reign 
of Terror. Carrier, of. Nantes, was an 
able man, and his reports to the Conven- 
tion, as ‘published in this volume, are 
luminous and sardonic to the extreme, 
while the author's footnotes are very use- 
ful in throwing light on obscure references 
and allusions. Of the sincerity of the 
butcher of Nantes we have no doubt, but 
we also have no doubt as to his cruelty 
and bigotry. As long as the generality of 
mankind disbelieves in the doctrine that 
was the motive force in Carrier’s life, so 
long will he be regarded by them as ‘the

centuries thereafter, while the game took 
to oe clubs, feather balls, flags, and 
puttin ens, it was the prospector to 
find suitable soil on sonddelies or hillside 
who was most in demand: It was only 
two decades ago, when the growth of the 
game exhausted Nature’s work of pro- 
viding suitable links, that the idea entered 
into the heads of golfers that science and 
art might be applied to the imitation of 
Nature. So with the beginning of the 
twentieth century the .golf architect was 
evolved. Even then it was slowly and 
with great hesitation that clubs called for 
his services. 

Nevertheless, golf architecture has. in 
this brief period achieved such a success— 
mainly in the London district—that it has 
established itself as one of the most profit- 
able professions to the architect, and one 
of the most valuable assets to the club that 
would have an enjoyable course. At Wal- 
ton Heath, at Coombe Hill, and, most 
markedly of all, at Swinle “Forest, golf 
courses have been conetnauiedl by the use of 
science and art which compare favourably 
with the finest seaside links that Nature 
has produced—and that out of ground 
most intractable. Swinley Forest has 
been constructed out of a forest, the fair- 
way cut through the trees, and the sur- 
face shaped to the desired effect, as if it 
were plasticine, before the grass was sown. 
After My. Harry Colt’s work at Swinley 
Forest a good golf-course could be made 
out of anything on the earth’s surface, 
oe that the cost could be guaran- 
tee

In thé House of Commons yesterday Sir 

Eric Geddes defended the organisation 
and work of the Ministry of Transport. 
| The debate on the vote for the Ministry 
was adjourned. 

The Irish problem was discussed by the 
| Labour Party Conference at Scarborough 
yesterday. A motion was adopted declar- 
ing that the time had passed for half- 
measures, and demanding the right of the 
Irish people to political independence. 


A majority of the Dublin County Coun- 
cil yesterday refused to pass a demand 
for a sum of £8,160 police rate. 


Engine drivers refused to work trains 
| in four places in Ireland yesterday because 
| policemen had taken seats in them. The 
| policemen stayed in the trains, which re- 
_mained in the stations during the day. 

A special meeting of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Ulster Unionist Council has 
been called for to-day to consider the 
situation in Derry. 

It is stated that eighteen persons have 
lost their lives in Derry during the present 
outbreak. 

Everything was quiet in Derry last 
night. More troops are arriving in the 
city, and the “Curfew - Order will be 
proclaimed on Saturday next. 

Seven armed soldiers were attacked in 
Ennis on Wednesday evening and de- 
prived of their arms. eir ansailants 
drove away in motor cars. 

Dr. Ross, the newly-elected bishop of 
the diocese, who presided at the Diocesan 
Synod of Tuam vesterday, said that every 
Irishman could do something to help his 
country now by showing himself fair- 
minded, courageous, and unselfish. 

On Tuesday the police evacuated the 
barrack at Edenderry. Armed men arrived 
in the town on the same night, arrested 
four men, and carried them away. 

As a military officer, who was unarmed, 
and his chanfieur were driving from the 
Cork Railway Station last night three 
armed men forced them to alight, and 
then drove away in the car.

altogether. The troops appear to have 
been handled with tact and to have 
displayed conspicnous restraint 
moderation, The/result was that bdth 
parties to this miserable and furious busi- 
ness. avoided violent contact with them, 
and that their influence for peace took a 
morai rather than a physical form: This 
was fortunate, since, during the worst days 
of the crisis, their numbers were 
dangerously few. So far as we may judge 
by the Attorney-General’s statements in 
Parliament, the Government underrated 
the gravity of conditions in Derry and 
was very badly informed about their de- 
velopment. If adequate forces had been 
present from the outset, the trouble might 
have been nipped in the bud. As things 
are, Derry has paid a heavy price for its 
mad outbreak of sectarian and political 
passion. Eighteen persons—many of them 
entirely innocent of evil intent—are re- 
ported killed, and it is io be feared that 
they do not constitute the complete death- 
roll. The number of wounded is large, 
and there has been much destruction of 
property. These losses, however, do not 
represent the total mischief. Free rein 
has been given to concentrated and 
ancestral hatreds at one of the most 
perilous moments in Irish history. Mem- 
bers of rival organisations which control 
hundreds of thousands of drilled men were 
drawn into the fray, and whole arsenals 
were employed on either side. We learn 
with profound relief that the responsible 
leaders of both political, parties in Derry 
realise the danger which still exists, and 
are co-operating to remove it. Their 
efforts, if successful, must be even more 
valuable, because more permanent in their 
results, than those of the armed forces 
of the Crown. 

If any capacity for sober thought re- 
mains in the Irish people, surely they 
must exercise it now. They have stood on 
the brink of the pit at Derry, and, looking 
down, have had a clear vision .of the hell 
that all Ireland easily may become in the 
near future. The impartial correspondent 
of an English newspaper, who witnessed 
the fighting, declares that it contained 
“every element of civil war.” For the 
first time in Derry the rioters possessed 
déadly weapens and plenty of ammunition. 
For the first time the whole city—not 
merely the traditional cockpits—was in- 
volvec. For the first time communications 
were interrupted. For the first time re- 
prisals on a formidable scale were threat- 
ened. In this correspondent’s opinfon,.“ a 
descent of Sinn Fein in mass from the 
countryside, answered or preceded by «a 
large movement in Ulster,’’ had begun to 
seem possible at any time. If these things 
had happened—and they mag. still happen 
—the torch of civil war would be lit, in- 
deed. Blood would flow in streams 
throughout Ulster. The Sinn Fein armies 
would be mobilised in the South and West. 
They might try to keep order, but, how- 
ever honest their intention. they would be 
unable to protect minorities from acts of 
brutal retaliation. British troops would 
be,poured inio Ireland, and the guns of 
British warships would be trained upon 
cur chiel cities. The scene would be set 
for Ireland’s final tragedy, for in this 
triangular conflict no side could win. The 
flower of our Northern and Southern man- 
hood would be cut down. Northern in- 
dustry would be shattered. The Repub- 
lican cause, always hopeless, would sink 
in blood. The loyal minority in the Sonth 
would be extinguished. In the end, of 
course, England would hold Ireland: but 
it would be a devastated and depopulated 
{reland, doomed to poverty and misery for 
scores of years. That this tragedy is pos- 
sible, if not imminent, recent events in 
Derry prove only too clearly.’ Does any 
Irishman, Unionist or Sinn Feiner, desire 
such a fate for his country? Surely not, 
yet what are Irishmen of all parties doing 
to avert it? Why is the British Govern- 
ment forging blindly ahead with a measure 
which can serve only to precipitate 
disaster? 

We cannot expect political agreement, 
but we ask for an agreement between Irish 
patriots of every brand to act moderately 
and think soberly in this hour of their 
common danger. The situation would 
begin to improve to-morrow if national 
opinion would accept two postulates. The 
first is that crime never helped an honest 
cause, and that the present campaign of 
murder and outrage disgraces Ireland's 
name, promotes no political or military 
end, and widens the breach between the 
two Irish parties. As a mere question of 
tactics, the Sinn Fein movement would 
have been even stronger than it is to-day 
if fifty policemen had not been murdered 
or if it had denounced these murders. The 
other postulate is the wickedness of public 
falsehood and the worse than folly of im- 
flammatory speech. Much of the news- 
paper comment on the Derry riots has 
been reckless to a degree which, in the 
circumstances, can be described only as 
appalling. All the blame for the outbreak 
has been saddied on one or other section 
of an angry mob, although everybody 
knows that both must share the responsi- 
bility. The Government has been charged 
with the deliberate engineering of the riots 
in the interest of a particular party. The 
events of 1914 in Ulster have been reviewed 
with the apparent object of intensifying 
existing hatreds and prejudices. What 
benefit do the authors of these incitements 
expect to reap for themselves or for Ire- 
land? We must deal with the facts of to- 
day, however they may have come about, 
and they are more than sufficiently serious 
to claim the whole attention and challenge 
the good-will of every thinking Irishman. 
The country is divided into armed and 
waiting camps, and only the power of 
moderate opinion and calm counsel can 
prevent calamity. Will the people's leaders 
give the counsel, and the people them- 
selves refuse to be pushed over the brink 
of the pit? 


The Ministry of Transport. 


In the House of Commons yesterday Sir 
Eric Geddes defended his Ministry against 
its many critics. No other department of 
State has been attacked more fiercely or 
accused more freely of wasting the 
public's money than the youthful 
Ministry of Transport. Recently the 
Committee of National Expenditure re- 
ported that it had been “conceived in a 
grandiose spirit,’’ and ever since Sir Eric 
Geddes has been the target of vigorous 
abuse. There is no doubt that the Minis- 
try of Transport is a costly undertaking. 
As Mr. Asquith pointed out in the debate, 
it employs thirty officials whose salaries 
amount to £54,000. The original esti- 
mates for the year were £1,433,642, but 
# net reduction of £85,000 has “been

He claimed, however, that 
large economies already had been 
achieved, and declared that, on this 
ground alone, his department had justi- 
fied its existence. We regret that stand- 
ing orders prevented him from making his 
statement of policy, but Mr. Bonar Law 
announced that the Government's pro- 
posals were about to be issued as a White 
Paper. On one point Sir Eric Geddes 
was firm. There will be no nationalisa- 
tion. His arguments against the syn- 
dicalist panacea were thoroughly. sound, 
and every business man will applaud 
them. The vital question of the Ministry, 
however, remains to be answered. We 
cannot agree with those who would 
abolish it altogether. In August of next 
year the period of Government control 
over the railways wilf come to an end. 
Sir Eric Geddes asserts that we cannot 
revert to the “luxury of unrestricted 
competition among the companies.”’ 
Nationalisation is taboo. Under what 
system, then, will the nation’s transport 
be placed? According to Mr. Bonar Law, 
the highly-trained—and, we may add, 
highly-paid—staff of the Ministry is en- 


gaged in the examination of various pre- | 
posals, with a view to the setting-up of | 


the ‘best possible system.’’ There are 
some who might be found to argue that 
the worst possible system is in operation 
at present. Certainly, so far as visible 
improvement is concerned, the Ministry 
of Transport cannot yet be congratulated. 
The British people, however, are very 
patient, and, knowing that their future 
existence depends on their industrial 
progress, do not want to spoil the train 
for a halfpenny-worth of axle-grease. 
When we have the Government s proposals 
before us we shall be able to judge to 
what extent the expenditure of nearly 
one and a half millions a year is justi- 
fied. In the meanwhile the “ beginner,” 
aS Sir Eric Geddes modestly calls himself, 
should be given a chance. If he “ makes 
good,” and puts British transport on a 
basis which will promote the mazimum 
efficiency at the mintmum cost, he will 
establish his claim to the popular confi- 
dence which so few of his Government 
colleagues enjoy. 


A Million to Spare. 


The Council of the National Relief 
Fund, which was organised under the 
auspices of the Prince of Wales to meet 
distress due to the war, finds itself in 
an embarrassing position. It has got too 
much money. Every legitimate claim 
upon the Fund has been éi. and there 
is more than a million of capital still in 
hand. How can the Council dispose of 
this large surplus? One suggestion dis- 
cussed at its last meeting was that the 
money should be used for the benefit of the 
hospitals which ate now in a parlous 
financial condition. That proposal, how- 
ever, was resisted on the ground that it 
was not one of the purposes for which 
the Func was raised. Any subscriber, it 
was suggested, might interdict such a use 
of the money unless it was approved by 
legislation.

Great 
Britain swept the area allotted to her 
thoroughly within nine months of the 
cessation of hostilities, but Germany has 
not yet fulfilled her task. Channels have 
been swept, but the vast minefield which 
Germany promised to remove remains 
virtually as it was in 1918. With 
the lapse of time corroded moorings 
have snapped and mines have been set 
adrift to become a deadly menace to fisher: 
men and sailors in all parts of the North 
Sea. The German authorities have been 
urged to discharge their obligation this 
summer, but so far they have made no 
serious effort to organise mine-sweepers on 
the necessary scale. Their stock excuses 
are that they have no coal, and that the 
crews of the sweepers refuse to go to sea 
for the money offered to them. These ex- 
cuses cannot be regarded as valid. If Ger- 
many cannot, or will not, do the work. 
then the Allied Powers should do it and 
present her with the bill. It is unfair 
that British sailors should have to endure 
war-time anxieties in the days of peace.

In the House of Lords yesterday Lord 
Curzen made it plain that the Government 
of Ireland Bill would not reach the Upper 
House before the autumn. session. e 
Government are evidently in no hurry 
about it.

it now seems probable that the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Bill will not reach the 
Upper House until the end of October, 
meaning that the Royal Assent is unlikely 
before the middle, or end, of December. 
This rather supports the idea, held in 
several directions, that the Bill will never 
be put into operation, though I am assured 
that the Government have no such inten- 
tion. The House of Lords, in the mean- 
while, will have an opportunity of dis- 
‘cussing Lord Monteagle’s Bill, for he in- 
tends to put it down for a second reading 
before the adjournment. 

In defending the Ministry of Transport 
Estimates to-day, Sir Eric Geddes proved 
to be in a decidedly aggressive mood. He 
devoted particular attention to a speech 
of Mr. Asquith, from whom “greater 
accuracy’ might have been expected, and 
who \was not quite fair in. “ so oe a 
beginner,’ and retorted by asserting that 
the Ministry had saved a million this year 
by securing the rescission of an arrange- 
ment entered into by Mr. Runciman when 
President of the Board of Trade. Mr. 
Asquith was visibly uneasy during this 
attack. 

Sir Eric had been speaking for an hour 
and a half before he approached the sub- 
ject of his future policy in regard to the 
railways. This was what the House was 
waiting for, and members settled down to 
the possibility of another hour s exposition 
from the Minister who, so far, showed no 
indication of ‘‘ tiring.”” What was the fate 
in store? Sir Eric endeavoured To disarm 
possible criticism by stating’ that the 
present position of the railways was due, 
not to Government control, but to the 
general economic situation. He announced 
what was already probably’ well known, 
that the Cabinet had decided against 
nationalisation. Therefore, the Govern- 
ment had decided—what? The House re- 
mained unenlightened, for no sooner did 
the right hon. gentleman begin to outline 
the proposals when up jumped Captain 
Wedgwood Benn, who took the point that 
matters involving legislation could not be 
dealt with in Committee of Supply. 

Sir Edwin Cornwall, who was in the 
chair, thought that it would be the wish 
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ceed, and the loud cries of “ Yes, go on,” 
which followed, indicated that he was 
right. 

Sir Frederick Banbury was not so easily 
appeased, and pressed for a ruling on the 
ey at issue.

Reports are again being circulated sug- 
gesting as a probability that Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain may soon withdraw from the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer, to take 
another position in the Government, and 
that he is likely to be suceeeded by Sir 
Worthington Evans. I stated many weeks 
ago that, if a suceessor to Mr. Chamber- 
lain should be needed at the Treasury, 
Sir Worthington would, doubtless, be the 
man; but his time is not yet. There is 
no more foundation to-day for the above 
report about Mr. Chamberlain than on the 
four or five previous occasions when it was 
circulated. In other words, it is without 
foundation. 

It will be remembered that, when Mr. 
Lowther was re-elected Speaker at the be- 
ginning of this Parliament, he intimated 
that it was not his desire to remain much 
longer in the chair, and it was generally 
understood that he would ask to be allowed 
to retire at a time whieh would correspond 
to the coming adjournment of Parliament 
or about the end of next month.
